EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, Au- 
gust 10,10:55 a. M.—The continuous fever 
which has been the most marked feature of 
the President’s case the past three or four 
pays, subsided entirely during the night, and 
the patient’s temperature this morning was 
normal for the first time since Sunday. The 
breaking of the fever was followed bv pro- 
fuse perspiration, and the rather high 
pulse shown by the morning bulletin 
is probably due to weakness resulting there- 
from. The discharge of pus atthe morning 
dressing was unusually cepious, showing that 
the wound is perfectly and thoroughly drain- 
ed. The drainage tube was put in azain and 
the wound washed out with a weak solutfon 
of carbolic acid and water. Since the dress- 
ing the patient has taken nourishment in the 
shape of milk and lime-water, and at this 
hour is quiet and comfortable.

England. 

LONDON, August 10.—The Commons last 
night rejected Earl Donoughmore’s amend- 
ment in the House of Lords to clause 5 
of the land bill, limiting the compensation for 
disturbance to £250. 

POLITICAL. 

LONDON, August 10.—It is stated that 
Gladstone will give a dinner to-night toa 
number of Irish members who have sup- 
ported the Governmentin connection with 
the Jand bill. 

Over a hundred Liberals have returned to 
town for the purpose of supporting the Gov- 
ernment in the resistance to the material 
amendments of the House of Lords to the 
land bill. 

John Dillon will probably come to London 
to participate in the debate on Parnell’s mo- 
tion censuring the Irish executive in regard 
to the administration of the coercion act. 

LONDON, August 10.—Thomas Gray, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Board of Trade, 
siates, though he will visit the United States 
late inthe year, he has not been authorized 
to assist in any way or speak to any personin 
regard to the Consular Convention. 

VACCINATING CATTLE. 

LONDON, August 10.—Prof. Pasteur’s ad- 
dress on animal vaccination and his experi- 
ment sare attracting great attention among the 
stock raisers, who in France alone are said to 
lose no less than $4,000,000 worth of live stock 
a year from splenic fever. In one demon- 
stration fifty sheep were inoculated 
with Virulent anthracoid microbe. ‘T'wenty- 
tive of them had been vaccinated and showed 
no ill effects fromthe infection. Every one 
of the twenty-five which were unvaccinated 
diedfrom splenic fever. So successful has 
been the new discovery that the demands for 
stock vaccination are too numerous to be at- 
tended to, andinthe neighborhood of Paris 
alone, within a month, thirty thousand sheep 
and large numbers of cattle have been oper- 


ated upon. 
ANTI-FREE TRADE. 

LONDON, August 10.—A demonstration of 
the industrial classes in favor of the preser- 
vation of some industries and the protection 
of national labor against unfair foreign com- 
re took p!ace at Exeter Hall last night.

His Declarations on the Railroad Rate

rates, says: “I know of no war of rates, and 
I am fighting nobody. I did not begin the 
cutting, but simply follow the rates that 
others make. I am satisfied, andthere is no 
need of any conference. I eanpot 
please everybody, but I can serve my cus- 
tomers. If I maintain rates I am a monopo- 
list, absorbing the weatth of the country: if 
I reduce rates I am ruining the stockholders’ 
property, and damaging the railroad interests 
of the country.

LIGHT BY ELECTRICITY. 


What is Accomplished in New York 
and What is Promised. 
From the New York Sun. 

The business of the Electric Uluminating 
Company of New York is simply to sell light 
in New York City. This company has now in 
operation five stations, which are at 133 West 

wenty: fifth street, 620 Broadway, 90 Water 
street, 127th street and Second avenue, and 
48 Washington street. A sixth station, at 
Bank and West streets, is nearly ready. At 
these stations seven engines are in operation, 
with an aggregate of 500-horse power, ac- 
tually supplying 300 lights of 2,000-candle 

wer each. Twenty-three of these lights 
liuminate Broadway from Union square 
to Thirty-fourth street. The other lights are 
rented out to stores, hotels, theaters or gar- 
dens at $1 pernight perlamp. By a contract 
made on May 25 the Brush Company is to 
light Fifth avenue from Fourteenth street to 
Thirty-fourvh street, in addition tothe light- 
ing of Broadway. This will require seventeen 
more lights. The contract also requires the 
company to light up Union and Madison 
squares with light towers. A mast 16) feet 
high has been set upin each square, and at 
the top of each mast willbe placed six great 
lichts of 6,000-candle power each, throwing 
their rays «mile aud a quarterin every di- 
rection. The Union square light toweris in 
a line with Broadway and Fifteenth street, so 
thatit wlll be seen a long way. Madison 
square isso much tothe right of Broadway 
that the light tower there could not be placed 
directly in a range with it, but it is directly in 
atine with Twenty-fourth street. An ordin- 
ary Brush lightis used bythe concern that 
throws Uluminated advertisements onascreen 
at the intersection of Broadway and Fifth 
avenue, but when the great light tower gets 
into operation the advertising concern’s busi- 
ness will disappear in the glare of light. 
These light towers will be im operation ina 
few days. Inthe area of the city thus lighted 
up 550 gus jets will be displaced, for which 
the gas company charged $9,625. The Brush 
Company took the contract for $7,400, and ex- 
pects from it a fair commercial protit. 
Representatives of the company say 
that its business with private con- 
sumers is very profitable indeed. 
that the power of the generating stations wili 
be doubled, and that eventually the charges 
will be somuch per hour forthe use of the 
light. Atpresentitis necessary to keep en- 
vines in motion just so long as light is re- 
quired, and although the full power may not 
be required eight hours a day, yet itis neces- 
survyto maintain an equipment which will 
supply electricity enough to Keep all the 
lights atfull poweratthe same time. Mr. 
rush bas recently patented an invention for 
the storage ef electricity which itis thought 
will cut down operating expenses more than 
ove half, by its utilization at all times of the 
full capacity of an equipment. 

Besides the business done by the Electrie 
litivminating Company,a number offindepend- 
ent Brush machines are used in the city, in 
Brookiyn and at Coney Island.. Machines are 
manufactured supplying from one to forty 
lichtsinacircuit. These lights are for use 
in all places ashore and afloat where larve 
ureas are to be illuminated. Tbe machines 
rance in price from $375 fer a one-light ma- 
chine to 5,000 for a forty-light machine. 
The Lrush companies of New York do not 
manufacture their machines, but obtain them 
from the Brush Electric Company at Cleve- 
land, the parent of all the Brush companies. 


itis stated that the present value of the 
stocks held by Mr. Edison inthe various com- 
panies formed tointroduce his incandescent 

light is between four and five million dojlars, 
but so far the various enterprises are still in 
their preparatory stages. A very elaborate 
organization bas been created and much work 
is being done. There is an Edison Electric 
Light Company of North and South America, 
a British Company and a European Com- 
pany. Egisto P. Fabbri, of Drexel, Morgan 
& Co., has recently gone abroad in the inter- 
ests of the British Company, which is about 
to make an exhibitionin London. The Eu- 
ropean Company will bave an exhibition at 
the coming Varis Exposition. There 
ure «distinct and separate companies 
for the manufacture of the lamps of 
the dvnamos, and of the tubing through which 
the current is conveyed throngh streets and 
houses. Tne business of selling light and 
power in New York City belongs to the Edi- 
son Electric Light Lluminating Company, 
organized in January, 1881. This company is 
canvassing the whole city preparatory to lav- 
ing down its plant, andis now arranginy to 
light up two districts. The greatest progress 
has been made in the down-town district 
bounded by Wall, Nassau, Spruce and Ferry 
streets and Peck slip, the Kast River forming 
the eastern boundary. The company reports 
that in this district it has already wired {80 
houses for the introduction of the light and 
has made agreements with about 1,100 con- 
summers, It bas forty men now at work putting 
in Wires. The contracts made in this district 
will require 9,000 lights of sixteen-candle pow- 
er and 4,000 lights of eight-candle power. The 
company is also engaging to supply power up 
fo iive-horse powcr to any person desiring 
it, and expects to run by electricity 617 hoist- 
Wass and tiftyv-five elevatorsin this district. 
(one large printing office has been wired for 
47 lights, another for 550. The permit for 
laving the street mains has been obtained, and 
the Edison Electric Tubing Company, 65 
Washington street, is turning out piping at 
the rate of a mile weekly. Thirteen miles of 
mains will be required in the district. The 
iron pipes conveying the electricity are two 
inches in diameter, containing two copper 
conductors an inch in breadth by one-quarter 
of an ‘uchin greatest thickness, separated 
from each other and from the inside of the 

mupe by an insulating substance. Contracts 
mve been made forthe street excavations, 
and the buildings 255 and 257 Pearl street 
have been purchased as the lighting station 
for the district. Contracts have been made 
Witha Pailadelphia tirm for the construction 
and delivery, on September 16, of twelve Por- 
ter engines of an averave working 
force of 1 horse power each. 

These, with their accompanving dvnamps. 
will generate the electricity for the district: 
butitis estimated that not more than eight 
ofthe engines need ever be run at one time, 
save forashort time in winter afternoons, 
When both lightand power will be called for 
utonce. The company expects that in this 
dlistrict its peer: from the sale of power 
alone would vield dividends on the invest- 

ment, without reward to their receipts from 
the sale of light. It proposes to charge about 
the same for light as the cas companies, and 
ite bills willbe made out in the same way, 
based mpon the amount of electricity con- 
stuimed as registered by electric meters. The 
lamp factory at Menlo Park is now turning 
out about1000 lampsaday. The averave 
life of a lamp is now about eight months. No 
charge will be made to consumers for the 
lamps. The lamp company has recently pur- 
chased the large factory of the Peters Manu- 
facturing Company at Newark, and is put- 
ting in an equipment which, it is said, will 
enabie it to turn out 10,000 lamps a dav. This 
company isunder a contract to supply allthe 
balison light companies with lamps at a price 
not to exceed thirty-five cents a lamp. 

The second district to be lighted up is 
bounded by Madison and Eighth avenues, 
Twenty-fourth and Thirty-fourth streets. In 
this district there are 214 pumps for raising 
water to tanks in upper stories, 2,500 sewing 
machines,and an aggregate of 1,45 horse 
power employed io running boists and ele- 
vators. e company is making contracts to 
supply electric motors for running all these.

October. The buildings at 104 Goerck street, 
formerly Roach’s tna Iron Works, have 
been purchased, and are being fitted up at a 
cost of $250,000 with machinery for the man- 
ufacture of dynamos, meters and motors. 
Work is going on day and night here on the 
equipment for the two districts to be light- 
a up. The business of selling isolat- 
ed machines for the use of hotels and 
factories outside of the city limit is control- 
led by the parent company. There is a special 
department for marine business, and a num- 
ber of coast steamships have already been 
fiitted up with the Edison “~~ Last 
week the Durant House at Blue Mountain 
Lake, in the Adirondacks, was wired, and it 
will be supplied with machinery for produc- 
ing the light. The Edison Electric Light 
Company owns a patent for an electrical rail- 
way, an experimental mile of which is in op- 
eration at Menlo Park. As soon as the first 
station in New York is lighted up a section 
of the elevated railway is to be operated by 
electricity under arrangements already made, 
in order to test the working results of the in- 
vention. The offices of the Edison companies 
ure at 6o Fifth avenue. 

The Fuller Electrical Company, 44 East 
Fourteenth street, was organized October, 
1X78. It controls the Gramme patent in this 
country, and manufactures machines supply- 
ing from 1 to 20 ligbts to the circuit. It dues 
not sell light and has no lighting station. Its 
principal field of operations has been outside 
the city. Its machines have been introduced 
in factories throughout New England. This 
light is the one usedin Lord & Taylor’s Grand 
street store, and in the Wheeler & Wilson 
sewing-machine rooms, in Fourteenth street. 
It ranges in price from $350 fora single-light 
machine to $2,000 for a 20-light machine. 
Tbe Fuller Compaby has also an incandescent 
ligbt, but it is not regarded as sufficiently per- 
fected to be introduced’commercially as yet. 

The Weston Electric Light Company manu- 
factures are light machines, ranging in price 
from +250 for a one-light machine to 31,400 
for aten-light machine. This is the light 
used by the American News Company in this 
city. It bas been introduced into many 
factories in the North and West, and is used 
in the Palmer House, Chicago. The com- 
pany in this city is controlled by theiUnited 
States Electric Company, although it hasa 
separate office in the Tribune building. The 
Jablochkoff electric candle is a French 
patent, and is largely used abroad. It lights 
the Avenue de Opera in Paris and the 
Thames Embankment in London. The 
French company has beld the price of terrt- 
torial rights so high thatthe light has not 
been introduced toany extent in this coun- 
try. A few months ago an Amer- 
ican company was formed, the French 
company taking stockin it, anda large sup- 
ply of the lights will soon arrive here. Tiffa- 
ny’s jewelry store is one of the first to be 
lighted by them. The Jablochkoff light pro- 
duces a soft radiance about two-thirds the 
power of a Brush light. In all the other arc 
lights the carbons are placed one above an- 
other, the positive carbon wasting twice as 
rapidly as the negative. In the Jablochkoff 
ligtt the carbons are placed side by side, sep- 
arated by an insulating substance. The cur- 
rent plays laterally from one carbon tip to 
the other. The current alternates, so that 
each carbon is alternately positive and nega- 
tive, and the resultis the candle is evenly 
consumed. When the candle burns down to 
a certain point another candle is automatical- 
lv substituted. The company will sell ma- 
chites ef from four to sixteen candle power, 
ranging in price from $1,000 te $2,500. The 
only Jablochxoff lights now in use in this city 
are in the Tribune counting-room. 

Arnoux & Hochhausen,{227 East Twentieth 
street, Were among the first to engage in the 
electric light business. They manufacture 
machines of from one to ten light power, and 
have sold them for use in all parts of the 
country. The principle of the electric light 
is simple, and it is comvaratively easy to 
manufacture some sort of alight. Its com- 
mercial utility has been developed by anppli- 
ances giving it steadiness and purity. Num- 
bers of machine shops in all parts of the 
country have begun the manufacture of in- 
ferior machines, and it is against this 
competition that six leading compunies 
have formed a combination. These 
companies are the Fuller, the 
(nited States, the Brush, the Weston, the 
Jablochkoff, and the American of New 
Britain, Conn. Each of these companies pays 
$10,000 into a fund for the prosecution of out- 
side manufacturers infringing upon their 
patents, and as they claim that no improved 
light can be made withoutinfringing their 
patents, they expect to crush out all outside 
competition. Messrs. Arnoux & Hochhausen 
have already been threatened with suits by 
the combination, butitis understood that 
this controversy will be arranged without 
litigation. The Edison Company refuse to 
enter the combination. 

Notwithstanding this league among the 
companies, there 1s every prospect ofa great 
war between them. The Fuller Company 
Claims thatits Graumme patent underlies the 
methods of all the companies: the United 
States Company claims priorfty of invention 
for Farmer and Maxim, whose patents it 
- holds, over Edison; the Brush Company 
claims that the other are light companies are 
infringing upon its patents. Cross actions 
are now pending between the Brush 
and Weston companies, and the United 
States has suits pending against the 
Brush Company. When the Edison Compa- 
ny actually begins to sell light there will be 
alegal fight between it and the United States 
Company. Eminent patent lawyers have 
been engaged inthis and other cities, and a 
cosuly and prolonged struezgle is expected, 
Notwithstanding thatso many electric lights 
have been introduced in New York, the gas 
companies report an increased consumption 
of their product. The reason eiven for this 
is that the electric light has created a demand 
for brillianey of illumination that increases 
the use of gas. 


A Sea Serpent’s Skeleton.

NECROMANTIC FEATS. 


ecdotes of the Late Prof. Wyman 
ae the Magician. ‘ 
From the New York Star. 


Prof. John Wyman, who died at Bur- 
lington, Vt.,on Sunday last, was one of the 
most noticeable magicians and ventriloquists 
of the old school in this countrg. He stood 
for maby years without a peer among the old- 
time *‘wizards,”’ the pioneers of an art which 
bas since found many imitators. He was the 
best-known public performer in the Soutb 
and West thirty years ago, and no one ever 
attained there a wider personal celebrity. His 
genial good-fellowship added off the stage to 
the friendships his talents made on it, and 
Wyman was equally at home with children in 
the nursery, or among rough men on the 
frontier, or in the cabin of a Mississippi steam- 
boat—men who live by their wits and were 
quite unscrupulous as to their methods of 
getting ahead. By his ingenuous humor Pro- 
fessor Wyman became popular—popularity at 
that time often depending ona sort of bravery 
so daring that it seemed almost playful. Not 
to be too playful, however, he always carried 
urms: and not to be too ingenuous he took 
vare that no one ever got the advantage of 


him. 

Kind-hearted and charitable by nature, 
Wyman never looked upon animpostor with- 
out indignation; but,.like all successful ma- 
gicians, he possessed a quick sense of the lu- 
dicrous. The Mississippi steamers, when the 
great river was the American highway be- 
tweenthbe North and South, were common 
resorts of commercial travelers, gamblers, 
planters and speculators. The cabin ofa 
crowded steamer during the long evenings, 
between St. Louis and New Orleans, was a 
sort of treasure-room for sharpers, in which 
the rich planter who possessed more money 
than experience lost all he had, and some- 
times even his life if he became noisy over the 
loss of the tirst. 

It was on one of his many journeys down 
the Mississippi, when the river bore its great 
tide of human freight before the war, that 
Prof. Wyman met Ike Walton, one of the 
most noted gamblers in those days and a man 
who valued very. much his reputation for 
honesty in histrade. But many men were 
victims to Walton’s honesty. On _ this par- 
ticular night Walton had reached the bottom 
of his purse and was desperately in want of 
money as Well as food. Hunger tempts many 
men to crime,.and Walton found a young 
planter who possessed a passion for gambling 
and the means togratify it. Not daring to 
trustto cards, Which, it is said, never run 
in favor of hungry men, Walton pro- 
posed RI game in which **skill”’ 
counted for nothing. The game then intro- 
duced was Similar tothe celebrated three- 
eard-monte trick, only instead of cards a 
small wad of paper was used. Three cups 
were brought from the kitchen, and the paper 
ball, not larger than a pea, was placed before 
them onthetable. Walton turned the cups 
over, and he, shifting them rapidly from 
place to place, covere® and uncovered the 
paper with confusing rapidity, and finally 
wagered 0 that the young planter could not 
tell what cup the ballof paper was under. 
The wager was quickly taken and as quickly 
lost. Thetrick was played again and again, 
until the victim bad lost all he 
had. The success of the gambler 
was simply a matter of sleight-of-hand. As 
the small ball of paper was covered for the 
last time Walton picked it up by pressing it 
under a finger nail. The planter raised the 
‘cup Where it should haye been, and the wager 
was lost: but the gambler, to further the de- 
ception, promptly lifted one of the two re- 
maining cups, seraping off the ball of paper 
as he did so, leayingit on the table as the 
cup was lifted from it. When the planter 
had done Walton asked for newcomers to bet. 
Wrvman bad never gambled in his life, but 
here was an occasion to him which made the 
loss of refusing seem greater than the sin of 
aceepting. Besides, he believed that the 
young pianter had been deceived by deliber- 
ate trickery, 

When he had lost +100 himself he was sure 
of it. “Here is the paper,’’ said Walton, 
raising one of the cups with a smile. The 
gambler had made 3300 within the hour, the 
prospect of needed refreshments opened be- 
fore him, and he was in good humor. 
Although cheating in a gambler’s sense, he 
had resorted to it with reluctance. 

“There it is again,” said he, shifting the 
cups rapidly before Wyman. ‘“*Now you see 
it plainly enough, and now’’—setting two of 
the cups down with a bang—‘“‘you don’t.” 
Wyman, inthe meantime, had torna bit of 
paper from a newspaper, rolled it up com- 
pactly like the otner, and “‘palming it,”’ 
quietly slipped it under a cup as he raised it 
from the table. The most surprised person 
in the room was Walton himself. He regard- 
ed the wizard witha lookin which wonder 
and alarm were mingled. He could not help 
admiring the other’s trick, but to expose it 
was to expose his own. The stake was again 
made and again lost, as it had been before. 

‘*T never played this before,’* said Profes- 
sor Wyman, “fandit’s agood game if you 
don’t become too fond of it. 1 don’t suopose 
[*ve played a gaine for amusement for years. 
Ithink a little recreation like this is a good 
thing once in a while in that way. I have the 
advantage of vou, who cannot make a recrea- 
tion of What you doasaregular business. | 
suppose you play this every dav,’’ he contin- 
ued simply as he again drew the stakes from 
the gambler. 

Walton wiped his forehead, and did not 
feel that he was by any means too accustomed 
to the sort of amusement he was then under- 
going, and signified that his capacity for en- 
joynnens of that kind had not been impaired 
vy Use, 

The next tutn in affairs showed the Profes- 
sor’s consummate skill both in observation 
and practice. The gambler, in moving the 
cups, left for the first time the ball of paper, 
which he had hitherto had all to himself, un- 
der one ofthem. But Wyman’s perception 
had not been blunted by success: it was im- 
possible to deceive him by simple sleight-of- 
hand, and he promply raised the right cup, 
keeping the sixth ball of paper that he had 
prepared in reserye. Walton, who had con- 
templated an exposure of his adversary, was 
now awed int@&an admiration of his skill. The 
rofessor soon withdrew from the game alto- 
vether. 

Later inthe evening the gambler took a 
novice into his care to retrieve the fortune 
that Wyman had won. It was the old trick 
performed with Walton’s pointed finger-nail. 
Wyman whispered to the victim to raise one 
cup first and tip over the other two, and he 
could see What would follow. The maneuver 
was successfully acomplished, and the indig- 
nant “lamb’’? proclaimed to the hundreds 
of spectators that he had been deceived by 
trickery. Walton, with comparative ruin 
staring bim in the face, drew the victim 
aside, and saidthat be might have all the 
money on the table if he weuld withdraw the 
charge: if he did not, onthe other hand. he 
would be killed before morning. The lamb 
looked in Watson’s desperate gray eves and 
determined to take the money and his life. 
When the days of Mississippi steamboating 
were over, and gambling was made a penal 
offense, Walton came to Philadelphia and 
lived alonea number of years in «a small 
apartment on Ridge avenue. His only child, 
a boy, received a college education and the 
best training tbat a father could bestow. 
Walton died in the spring of 187%, and four 
or five faithful friends followed the hearse 
tbrough the rain to Laurel Hill Cemetery. 

Wyman’s exploits on the Mississippi steam- 
ers would fill a thick volume, the chapters of 
which he often promiseato write. His an- 
nual tours through the South and West in- 
cluded every town of more than 2,000 inhabi- 
tants, and a good many ofless. Before the 
advent of railroads in some of the Southern 
states be traveled on horseback,his agent fol- 
lowing with two pack mules bearing his ap- 
paratus and paraphernalia. T. W. Yost, one 
of his closest friends and an old dealer in the 
““wizards’ ’’ stock in trade on North Ninth 
street. remembers exhibitions that were 
civen in hay lofts, the speetators climbing a 
ladder on thejinside of the building and paying 
+1 for the privilege, and, said he, *‘we turned 
fem away then.’’ Professor Wyman was 
the inventor of many tricks that 
are now the stock in trade of those on whom 
his mantle fell. The magicdrum created a 
sensation in its day. It was suspended from 
the ceiling over the heaa of the audience, and 
responded in invisible taps to questions from 
the spectators. The secret lay in the construc-

tion of the instrument. There was an electric 
suspended carelessly by an insulated wire. 
The other end of the appliance was an ordi- 
pary telegraph operator’s instrument on the 
stage. e spectators asked questions, 
Wymantapped the instrument with his foot, 
and tbe drum responded in loud taps. The 
whole arrangement was an invention of his. 
Prof. Wyman used to say that Herr- 
mann lacked ingenuity and variety, and that 
Heller’s great charm lay in his conversation. 
The latter was, however, clumsy with his 
hands, strange as it may seem. 


DAN RICE’S WIVES. 


The Once Famous Showman Again in 
the Divorce Court. 
From the Erie (Pa.) Herald, July 30. 


Dan Rice, the famous circus man and 
clown, was in the city this week. There was 
a time when an announcement like this would 
have set this section of the woods on fire, and 
every boy in the land would have been wild 
with joy, Lut that time is past; and yet, per- 
haps, there is no man living who would be so 
generally recognized unanneunced as Dan 
Rice. His appearance in Erie yesterday, ac- 
companied by his attorney, excited some cu- 
riosity on the part of a Herald representative, 
who investigated the matter and learned with 
much regret that the cause of the troubied 
expression over the great showman’s usually 
jolly-appearing phiz was caused by domestic 
com plications—that his wife had commenced 
suit for divorce on the ground of desertion. 

Dan’s domestic affairs nave been like the 
proverbial true love. That the present wife 
is bis second spouse is so generally known 
that itis hardly worth while stating it. The 
subject of this sketch went into the show 
business when very young, and, it is said, met 
his first wife there as an actress and there 
married her. They lived happily together 
for several years, and were the best known 
people in the United States; but a cloud came 
over their domestic relations when Dan’s 
show was in this city, as the result of which a 
divorce was granted Mrs. Rice from the Erie 
county courts. The divorced Mrs. Dan Rice 
did not leave the country anddie of melan- 
choly, but she soon afterwards found one 
whom she thought to be more worthy of her, 
and she became a Mrs. Warner. 

With the latter husband she lived very 
agreeably till his death, a few years ago. Since 
then she has continued to abide in Wirard, 
and is said to be a verv estimable woman, 
The fruit of the first union was two girls, one 
of whom is now the wife of Charies Reed, an 
equestrian of world-wide fame, and is now 
traveling in Europe. The second daughter 
married Captain A. C. W. Wurzback, of a 
noble German family, and 1s now living in 
Girard. Dan was at thistimeinthe heydav 
of his glory, and was worth thousands of dol- 
lars Where his competitors were worth hun- 
dreds. His family troubles did not bear down 
very hard upon him, for the same year, in 
November, he wooed and wed Miss Rebecca 
McConnell, a charming young lady, and the 
daughter of Henry McConnell, a deaconin 
the Girard Presbyterian Church and Presi- 
dent of the Girard National Bank. 


The parents of the young lady were in no 
wise favorable to the match, which they con- 
sidered quite unequal in point of social sta- 
tion and age. The union so extremely dis- 
satisfied the father of the young lady that he 
went so far as to disinherit her, though she 
was his only child. The property, however, 
which was quite an extensive one, was to go 
tothe heirs. Ali opposition to the suit of 
the gallant showman availed nothing, for the 
fates had decided it otherwise. Dan used 
frequently to relate that he saw his present 
wife in ,her nurse’s arms at a show in which 
he was interésted and which exhibited in 
Girard alcng about 1845. In this exhibition 
was a circus play of ‘*The Suitan’s Halt in the 
Desert,’’? in which Dan was the hero. 


The exhibition of the bespangled camels 
and Dan’s gorgeousness so delighted the lit- 
tle one thatit attracted his attention, and 
from that time on, though he was a married 
man, be regarded the child as itjdeveloped 
into girlhood with a special interest. After 
the secona marriage Dan continued to pros- 
per, and he built a residence in Girard which, 
with its surroundings, must have cost him 
anywhere from $100,000 to $200,000. The 
barn was the best in this section of the State: 
the conservatory was the best in the country; 
the elegant residence was surrounded by rare 
shrubbery and costly statues and figures of 
animals, and his house was supplied with 
every luxury and conyenience that. wealth 
could secure. 


Dan continued to be a great man until 1873, 
when the news was telegraphed to all quar- 
ters of the globe that Dan Rice had gone into 
bankruptcy. Noonecoula understand it. 
but that was the beginning of his downfall. 
He continued to make Girard his headquar- 
ters, and the death of his wife’s father had 
conciliated matters to such an extent that 
after his elegant mansion had been disposed 
of he and his wife went to dwell under the 
paternal roof. During the show season Dan 
continued to struggle on. With his ill luck 
and the departure of his worldly possessions 
there came a coldness over his soul, and his 
family, then consisting of his wife and a bov— 
his very image—did not seem to have the 
charms for him as before. As a consequence 
of all this comes the suit fcr divorce. 

It is said that Mrs. Rice has left Girard on 
a visit, and that her husband is unable to 
tind her at the present time; also, that he is 
endeavoring to see her for the purpose of a 
reconciliation. Gossip savs that Mrs. War- 
ner and the last Mrs. Rice have always pveen 
on good terms and have visited each other. 

His last enterprise is a small show which 
he is exhibiting to-day at Albion. Atthe 
time, and that was when Dan came to Gir- 
ard, he owned an opera-house in New Or- 
leans that cost over $100,000. 

He really commenced his career as a jockey 
boy for Henry Clay. During his career his 
generosi‘'y knew no bounds. Among his 
many donations was one of 41,000 to the First 
M. E. Chureh at Girard. He built a soldiers’ 
monument which will be lasting to his mem- 
ory at Girard, and which cost 43,000. Though 
now about 60, he is said to be oneof the 
finest extempore speakers in the land and is 
unexcelled as a clown,

A wedding is announced at thé church, 
whose bells are pealing. We invite ourselves. 
A score of us enter the building. It is, like 
most Lutheran churches, plain; but there is 
an altar, with “‘seven candlesticks” and can- 
dies; a large cross, perfectly White; a pulpit 
midway, and commodious pews and seats. 
The hour is2 inthe afternoon, notin the 
morning, though as to lighting the church it 
is all one.”? Some dozen or so of natives, all 
females,with handkerchiefs upon their heads, 
are present. Our party is seated at the front. 
I remain at the door. wedding garment 
is not up to the highest style, but as the pro- 
cession enters the front door I fallin behind 
with the small boy of thefamily. The bride 
is a tall giri, with inflammatory hair 
and cool demeanor.) The groom is a thick- 
set, stout man, whose hair is erect, and 
whose imperturbability is quite equal to that 
of the woman whom he holds, we hope gen- 
tly, by the hand. She is dressed plainiv in 
black. A long white veil depends from her 
back hair, held by a circlet of ivy, a plant in 
great request and reputation herein Nor- 
way. The friends of the bride and bride- 
yroom, including parents, pass up to the 
platform with them and take seats on cither 
side. A priest.comes out from the naytum 
and stands before the altar silently, with his 
back to us, while the precentor from a side 
platform raises a sweet song, with whose 
music there is not so much accord by the 
audience. Thenthe bride and bridegroom 
kneel, a prayer is said, and the two are one, 
and all are happy. The bride is arrayed at 
the door, and the scene is concluded. 

After dinner we stroll about the town, 
while the Captain invites my wife and others 
to ride about after a wild Norwegian pony in 
a big carriole. She reports having several 
adventures on foot as well as in the vehicle.

He says itis the habit also of the caribou 
of America. I asked our captain the reason. 
Ile said it is because of the mosquitoes,which 
are simply horrible to man and beast in sum- 
merintbe regions of Lapland, Finmark and 
Upper Sweden. My friend, the clergyman of 
St. Paul’s, confirms the statement as to this 
summer terror of the Arctics. .He says that 
in the north of Sweden when thé snow begins 
to melt and the mosquito eggs begin to hatch, 
his friends who have journeyed there have 
found it impossible to’ cook their meals, as 
the pot would be full of the mosquitoes be- 
fore it could boil. They find it impossible to 
sleep unless one lays awake and takes care of 
his companions. He states that upon the 
shores of these northern Swedish lakes the 
mosquitoes have been washed ashore and 
formed strata two feet deep! No wonder the 
reindeer leaves for the coast. 

Reindeer or not, Wwe shall meet plenty of 
Lapps before we see the midnight sun. After 
Visiting the Tromsoe Museum, with its odd 
antiquities of Lapp and Finn lifein past ages, 
we board the ship by 6, still hoping for a 
good glimpse of the sun at midnight. It 
has cleared off and grows warm. We all nay 
expecting to be awake at midnight. Alas! 
acuina heavy fog and clouds, and a beautiful 
sunset, at midnight, nevertheless; but his 
Majesty is within this pavilion of stately 
splendor, but never under the horizon. Our 
English clergvman makes an excellent sketch 
of the scenery above Tromsoe, with its wild, 
rocky mountains, and an island in the dis- 
tance, between whose jutting peaks we feel 
if we do not see, the round orb’s decline and 
rise behind long level lines of crimson hue, 
which change intoa pinky radiance as he 
rises Without setting. Twoships appear, like 
phantoms,to break the solitude of the scenery. 
Again we gotoour berths disappointed, but 
not altogether unenthusiastic:; for are we not 
assured by science and our eyes that there is 
no sunset here? 

Are we after all to go home ungratified? 
Upon this misty morning of the last of June, 
arising at 8. lseek some relief from the 
monotony of daylight and volcanic moun- 
tain; forthe prospects above Tromsoe are 
not equalte those below. The snow and 
clouds commingle, so that it seems one un- 
broken whiteness upon the lonely shores. 
The airisdamp and muggy, except in the 
South, where we least want it ciear, and it is 
iilumined with a blue streak of light. Nota 
sign of human or other life now appears; not 
even a duck orasail. Itis the skeleton of 
the world,in its shroud. We have, while 
asleep, passed’ Over some open sea, and are 
within the protection of the islands on the 
west. . 

At 10 o’clock next morning we are at 
Hiam merfest, which, although it is the upper- 
most town in Europe,is not the upper end 
of ourjourney. Itis not so large by half as 
Tromsoe, for it has only about 3,000 popula- 
tion. It looks more like a seaport. The har- 
bor is full of little boats plying their fishing 
trade. A Siberian steamer is here loading. 
We walk tothe rocky stream which gushes 
out of the frozen lake, all covered with 
snow, and endeavor to reach the Lapp en- 
campment, Which the melting snow forbids. 
We enter the low huts ofthe people onthe 
outside of the town. They are very dirty 
and squalid: but the roofs are already green 
with grass, where there is better provender 
for the stunted yellow cows with short legs 
and full udders than amidst the rubble and 
snows ofthe common at the margin ofthe 
lake, beneath the rocky mountain. We are 
not a little puzzled at the useless cultivation 
of grass upon the roofs of these houses, inas- 


much as no one seemed to practice the econo-

A BOILING LAKE. 


Professor Ward’s Adventure in a New 
Zealand Volcano. 
From the Utica Morning Herald. 

Prof. Henry A. Ward, formerly of the 
University of Rochester, N. Y., is writing 
letters touching his trivelsin New Zealand, 
some of which detail singular experiences. 
In his last he says: I came from Auckland 
by steamer south for 125 miles along the east 
coast to thetown of Tamanga. I hired a 
twenty-ton cutter and started to visit the sea 
volcane. We sailed all night, and at daybreak 
we hud before us a mountain of gblack scoria, 
430 feet high, from the topof which, with 
much force, went white clouds of vapor toa 
beight of fully 2,000 feet. Reaching the 
shore, it Was not easy traveling, for in places 
the black pebbles of the beach were all astir 
with water boiling up through them—water 
so hot thata misstep might scald the foot 
seriously Atthis point the crater wall has 
been broken down almost to the sea level and 


“we could look intothe great hollow island. 


The crater is circular, a full mile in diame- 
ter, and hemmed in by walls many hundred 
feet high and very precipitous. The crater 
floor was an uneven plain of volcanic ash and 
ecoria, With many little fumaroles or blow 
boles, through which hot sulphur vapors 
came Wheezing out, while every few minutes 
there was beneath our feet a smart trembling 
and a low, dull, rollingroar. The smoke of 
vapor began to thicken as we went along, and 
we soon found the cause. We were stopped 
short bya great lake of steaming water, 
quite filling this end of the crater, and being, 
as we could see when the cloud lifted, half a 
mile from either side. The water was teo hot 
to comfortably bear the hand in it, and was 
further insupportable to either touch or 
taste by astronginfusion of alum and sui- 
phuric acid,which bit painfully at any scratch 
or sore upon our skin. 

On the further border of the lake and half 
around its shore was a row of the most vio- 
lent solfataras which I have ever seen. They 
bad built for themselves little pillar-like 
cones from ten to apt feet high, and a yard 
ortwoin diameter atits base, and through 
these open chimneys they were trumpeting 
steam and roaring sulphuric gases with a 
violence that was frightful to contemplate anc 
such demoniacal screeching anddin as af 
flicted our ears, even at the long distance 
where we stood. We draggedthe row-boat 
along tbe volcano’s floor and launched it upon 
the boiling lake. The water of the lake was 
of amilky opaque cast, but we could feel 
with our oars thatit was in most places not 
overten feetdeep. Lines upon the shore 
showed that it daily rose and fell slightly 
with the tide of the sea outside. : 

In many spots the water was boiling furi- 
ously with so much froth and foam, while still 
its heat was much below the boiling point of 
“12 Fahrenheit. These were dangerous 
places, the abundant airin the water dimin- 
ished materially its buoyancy, and our boat 
sank alarmingly lowin crossing them. We 
landed acrogs the lake at ene of the solfataras 
nearest tothe beach and proceeded to de- 
molish it with our oars. It was a chimney 
about two feet in diameter, clay without, and 
within 1t was Jined with crystals of sulphur 
ofa beautiful straw-yellow, splashed with 
vermillion spots. Pushing in thetop of this 
chimney, the fragments would first fall down 
its throat, and then come flying out into the 
air, with explosions that were amusingly like 
4 prolonged stentorian cough.

Shark-Fishing at New York. 
From the New York Star, 7th. 


All the piers inthe neighborhood of the 
foot of Vesey street, North River,and Fulton 
“treet, East River, were thronged by fishers 
for sharks yesterday. The proper parapher- 
nalia in shark fishing is a couple of pounds of 
fresh meat or fish, fifty feet of clothes line, 
and a tish-hook several sizes larger than the 
hook used by ’longshoremen. When the hook 
is properly baited, itis.thrown into the water 
in such a manner thatit sinks to the bottom, 
sndthen naught remains for the fisher for 
sharks but tomurder mosquitoes and await 
the arrival of the man-eaters. 

The first shark to swallow a hook vester- 
day was at Pier 22,East River. Patrick Owens 
and William Brown had cast their line from 
that point, and at daybreak there was a terri- 
bie commotion in the water. The young men 
hauied away with a will, and soon realized 
thatthey had hooked a genuine monster. 
Aid was summoned, and about suarise an im- 
mense shark, which the fishermen were will- 
ing tomake affidavit weighed a thousand 
pounds, was landed. He was indeed a mon- 
“ter, and justified the ecstacies of his captors. 
He made a gallant fight, too, and did not give 
up the ghost until 10a. m. Immediately after 
capture he was placed on exhibition. 

Two sharks were caught near the foot of 
Vesey street,one by the original catchers, and 
the other by Tom Farrell. Tom’s shark was 
a baby one. weizhing only about 700 pounds. 
It was exhibited atthe corner of Vesey and 
West streets. and the little tent was thronged 
with sicht-seers during the afternoon. It 
will be placed ina wlass refrigerator and ex- 
hibited throughoutthe State.

A CLAIMANT’S SUICIDE. 


The Story of Von Hulda, the Alleged 
Rightful Heir to a German Estate. 
New, York Evening Post, Aug. 5. 


Henry C. VonjHulda, aged thirty-one years, 
&# German alleged tobe of noble lineage —— 
of modest position, hanged himself at mid- 
night last night on the roof of No. 115 Delan- 
cy street, a tenement on the top floor of which 
he had occupied rooms with his wife. He was 
found kneeling on the roof with his neck ina 
nocse of whipcord, the other end of which was 
fastened to amclothesline overhead. He had 
strangled himself by resting the entire weight 
of his body on the cord. He had been cheerful 
during the evening, and his wife believed that 
he sleptontheroof. When the true state of 
affair was discovered he had been dead an 
hour. Von Hulda made his living as a meat 
carver in a restaurant. He came from Ger- 
many when a mere boy,and had always in 
this country battled against poverty and mis- 
fortune. ith the exception of an old un- 
married uncle in this country and his aged 
father and mother, who live in great povert 
in the old German home, he was, it is said, 
the last member of an ancient noble family 
who once possessed large wealth in the Grand 
Duchy of Hesse Darmstadt. Little of the story 
of Von Hulda’s family is known to his wid- 
ow, who says that lack of means prevented 
him from asserting his right as heir to the 
family estate—a fact which he bitterly deplor- 
ed and which probably aided to cause the des- 
peration that drove him to suicide. The 
family estates were practically lost in the 
times of his grandmother, who, left a de- 
fenseless widow, became an easy prey of de- 
signing relatives, into whose hands the prop- 
erty passed. Her son was compelled to earn 
his living by daily labor and never found the 
means to assert his claim. He did not re- 
linguish it, however, and it was with the 
hope that his only son migbt cross the At- 
lantic and extricate himself from poverty, to 
assert his rights,that the latter was sent 
from home when yet a boy to fight his own 
battles inthe world. The parents of Henry 
Von Hulda waited patiently in their German 
home, the father working as a common la- 
borer, it is said. near the _ castle 
Which he called his own by right. 
Occasionally they received small] _re- 
mittances of money which their son was able 
to save, but the latter made no headway and 
often spoke bitterly to his wife of the hard- 
ships of poverty that prevented bim from 
claiming bisown. Communication with per- 
sons in Germany who were cognizant of the 
facts convinced Von Hulda ofthe justice of 
his pretensions and decided him to return to 
Germany as soon as he had saved the neces- 
sary means to prosecute hisclaims. Recent 
disappointments postponed this prospect in- 
definitely and his hopes sank lower than ev- 
er. His wife,whois in deep grief for his loss, 
was unable to sayto-day whether her hus- 
band hadany papers to show his right to the 
estate, andshe could not even remember its 
name. Shehadan impression that its name 
was ‘‘Edelhof.’”? The uncle’s home in this 
country is not known.

Before I 
could get tohim he was up and getting on 
his bicycle again. Iasked him, ‘Ain’t you 
hurt, Abe?” By that time there was a knot 
formed on the side of his bead half as big as 
my fist. He said yes; it hurt a little, but that 
‘be didn’t mind that,’ and away he went. 

“Then there’s Irvine; he’s 10 or 11 years 
old. One day he undertook to climb over 
that iron railing around the Treasury over 
there by the fountain. He got an awful fall 
and one ieg of his pants caught on the spikes 
andhe hung head downwards. He didn’t 
holier like any other boy would have done— 
nota bitof it. He just called to some boys 
there to come and get him loose. He got his 
ankle sprained, but he wouldn’t have anv 
help. He crawied allthe way back to the 
White House, and nobody ever heard a 
whimper out of him. One night I was stand- 
ing atthe front door of the house. Irvine 
came along and he just lowered his head and 
ran atme to butt me. I jumped out of the 
way and he ran his head against one of those 
irun doors with all his might. It knocked 
him down. Ipicked him up and he was 
hurt, too; no doubt aboutthas. I said: 
“Irve, are you hurt?’ Weill, he just squeez- 
ed his head in his handsand said; “Yes, 
some, but I didn’t cry, did I?’’’ Then he 
asked me, ‘‘Wotld Scott Hayes have cried 
for that?’ His great ambition is to be more 
ofaman than Scott Hayes, who was about 
his age. He didn’tcry, neither. Youcan’t 
make one of those Garfield boys cry. They’ve 
got too much pluck for that.’’

As long as 
crime is not punished it will flourish, 
and until it is understood that we mean re- 
lentlessly to carry out the spirit of the law, 
affairs like this LOUDERMAN murder of 
last evening may be expected of almost 
daily occurrence. Is any one certain that if 
KRING had been hung on the 15th of July 
LOUDERMAN would have been killed’ And 
does any one suppose that KRING would not 
have swung if he had not had money with 
which to obstruct the law’ The time has 
come to dam this flood of crime which 
is rolling upon St. Louis, not alone 
for its credit, but for the actual 
protection of its endangered citizens. But 
nothing will do any good until outraged jus- 
tice settles all scores with the murderers now 
hanging to the ragged edge of the law. 

There are now in the city jail fifteen prison- 
ers indicted for murder, and there is no im- 
mediate prospect that any of them will be 
called on to pay the penalty of their crimes. 
In the last ten yearsthere have been more 
than a hundred and twenty murders, 
but not fifteen executions. Crime 
laughs at justice thus administered, 
and it is with regret and reluctance that we 
warn the authorities of St. Louis and of Mis- 
souri thatif this farcical justice continues 
longer the best citizens of this city will begin 
to reconcile their aversion toward taking the 
law into their own hands to insure justice 
which cannot be obtained in the courts. As 
the case stands now the Four Courts is a sort 
of criminal hospital in which the rich felon 
commands the attention and care of the best 
talent, andthe man without money is made 
the subject of a sort of legal clinic upon 
whom the shvsters practice. The Four Courts 
is an avenue of escave, a refuge for the 
murderer, rather than a place of punishment.

John Amweg is not by any means a ‘‘Cas- 
sio’’—not framed to make women false— 
being a rather undersized young man, ed 
about 23, and by no means striking 
or remarkable in appearance, and 
would scarcely attract passing remark on 
the street. He is rather flomd, wears a blonde 
moustache and his hair, of the same hue, is 
brusbed back straight from his forehead. 
He was very plainly dressed and wore a light 
summer coat, vest and pants of dark mater- 
ial and color. Perhaps his best features are 
his eyes, which are large biue, and frank in 
expression. 

He visited JudgeWm. Jones’ office this 
morning, and was evidently suffering in- 
tensely frem mental and physical excite- 
ment. He has placed his case in the 
hands of the counsel named, and steps 
will be at oncé taken to bring the 
entire matter to a focus, so that it is appar- 
ent that one of the mos{ sensational trials in 
St. Louis is on the tapis. Amweg was suf- 
fering badly from several contusions on the 
head, the chords of his neck 
being injured badly. His left 
aw was swollen from the cheek bone to the 
ower maxiliary, his jaws being too sore fhis 
morning for him to masticate his food prop- 
erly. He denounces the matter as a great 
outrage, and said that not one of the parties 
would have dared to meet him singly and 
alone. 

Amweg belongs to a highiv respectable 
Philade!phia family, and his father is a well- 
known lawyer there. His brother holds 
avery responsible position with the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, being inspector of bridges 
on that line. For three years ycung Amweg 
has been on the stage, having first been con- 
nected with Frank Mayo, piaying a minor 

artin **Davy Crockett;” since then he has 
een singing inthe chorus of Ford’s Opera 
Company, and has been connected with 
the various *“*Pinafore,”’ ‘‘Fatinitza,” **Boc- 
caccio,” “Billee Taylor” and *“*Olivette”’ pro- 
ductions. Heisatenor and makes up well 
on the stage, having the foundation or frame 
work fora good physique, which will fillin 
well with time. His folks have 
long urged him to leave the 
mimic stage, and it has been against their 
wishes that he has continued the business. 
One of the members of the company said 
this morning: “Johnny was not popular 
with the members; but in this instance, from 
what we know of it, Johnny has 
eur sympathies; itis an outrageif all we 
hearistrue. Mr. Ford has discharged him, 
and it will hurt him in more ways than one.”’ 
This, however, is incorrect. Amweg still 
belongs to the troupe. The salary of chorus 
singers is about $20 per week, outof which 
they have to pay their board, transportation 
being furnished by the manager. 

AMWEG’S STATEMENT. 


Amweg appeared atithe Cave last night suf- 
fering badly from the injuries he received 
andin a high state of excitement. It was 
with difficultv that he was prevailed upon to 
take part in the performance, but finally con- 
sented todo so. His story as related to sey- 
eral persons was as follows: 

He understood that Miss Haseltine had 
been visitipg the Cave for several weeks and 
had endeavored to attract his attention; 
about three weeks ago she succeeded in 
doing so, and, taking a small bou- 
quet from her bosom and motioning, drop- 
ped it beside her chair. He sawthe move- 
ment, and, being smitten with the charms of 
the handsome belle, hastened after the 
performance to make inquiry as_ to 
who she was. He tirst inquired 
of voung Vogel in the orchestraas to whothe 
lady was, and he replied, **Miss Nellie Has- 
eltine.’’ Notsatistied with this, he ques- 
tioned Mr. Cutler, who manages the 
force of Ganymedes, as to the ident- 
ity of the lady, and the information 
coicide with that given by young 
Vogel. Being no doubting Thomas and suf- 
ficiently quickin applying a hint, however 
delicately thrown out, he addressed a note to 
Miss Haseltine, asking an interview. Am- 
weg says she replied to this signing the 
note Mary Mangan, and gave instructions to 
him that all notes be entrusted tothe special 
care of the letter-carrier, as it was very in- 
ciscreet to address her direct at her resi- 
dence. His first note had been delivered just 
as her mother was coming down stairs. She 
enclosed a card bearing the name 
of Mr. Carroll, of Baltimore, 
instructing him to present that when he 
called, and fixing a day for the same. He 
did so, calling at her residence, this being at 
3 o’clock in the afternedn, a few days 
afiey, The details of the meet- 
ing were not elaborately de- 
scribed, butthe usual caution was urged and 
explanations followed. At parting she pre- 
sented him with a photograph with this in- 
scription across tue back: 

**Yours until death do us part. ‘Nellie.’ 

Another meeting was appointed for a few 
days after, he again calling at her residence 
and remaining until 6 o*clock in the evening. 
Amweg says she stated that she had received 
ninety-nine offers of marriage, one from an 
old gentleman aged 68, who was worth T15,- 
000,000 ;that he was a Democrat and so was she, 
butthat he was too elderiy and it would 
scarcely be a match: and that on account of 
the license law she would not be able to mar- 
ry him (Amweg) Without detriment 
to her social standing and position. Amweg 
says he replied that he had nothing, but was 
Inamarrving mood and would do as she 
Wished, 

It is presumed that Amweg boasted some- 
What of his conquest, for on Saturday last 
he had an engagement with the lady, when 
ber brother confronted him. At all events 
this wasthe begining of the culmination of 
act lirst, which resulted in the contretemps 
ot vesterday afternoon. 

Amweg says he was met at Fourth and 
Olive streets by three <entlemen, Mr. Hasel- 
tine, Jr.,. Mr. Paramore, Jr., and Mr. Linn. 
He Was invited to take a drink with them, 
and did so, they treating him very civilly 
and politely. _ifethen went with them to the 
xchange building, and went up-stairs with 
them to an oflice, which they locked. A paper 
was produced which they insisted upon his 
‘igning, this beingaretraction of what he had 
said regarding Miss Haseltine. Ile refused 
and defied them to come one ata time, as the 
lrishman did the comets, but after further 
parley and threatening they _ sailed 
in and pummeled him _— badly, 
He says they knocked him down 
and beat him terribly, young Haseltine using 
a Whip, raising several large bumps on and 
beating his face and jaw badly. For several 
minutes they kept up this perform- 
ance, and Amweg defended him- 
self with as much pluck and nerve as he was 
capable of under the circumstances. A mweg 
states that young Haseltine drew a revolver 
und said, “I have a mind to shoot 
you like a dog,” when Mr. Linn

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

To whom it may concern:—(n yesterday 
morning, the th inst., Mr. W. B. Haseltine. 
Jr., came into my office and -aid that reports 
were being spread all over tbe city by a man 
named J. W. Amweg, 2 chorus singer in the 
opera now being plared at Ubric’s Cave. 
stating that he wastobe marriedina few 
weeks to Miss Neilie Haseltine and go from 
here to New York, there to be emploved by 
the young lady’s uncle in alucrative’ busi- 
ness, that the young lady was very Wealthy, 
apd was abundantly able to take care of him. 
That this report,althouch it came tothe ears of 
Miss Haseltine and some of her friends be- 
fore she left the city, seemed to be so ridicu: 
lous on the face of it that no serious atten- 
tion was paid to it at the time. That 
he had again been informed _ that 
this man Amweg spread the __ report, 
as ubove, showing his comrades, while 
under the influence of liquor two notes, pur- 
porting to be written by Miss Haseltine, and 
two pictures taken by Guerin, of the vounsz 
lady herself, boasting ina bragadocio style of 
his conquest. 

Mr. Haseltine informe:l me that there wa- 
aman named Louis Linn, clerk in McCombs 
& Caruth’s bardware store, who said that he 
Was willing to confront the man Amwee 
with the statement he had made in his 
presence. 

Mr. Haseltine had called upon Mr. Amweg 
on the morning of the 7th, and upon «question- 
ing him, be (Amweg) had denied having 
Stated the report, insuch a prompt and de 
cided way that Mr. Haseltine told me 
he felt like apologizing to the 
fellow for his suspicions. However, it was 
mutually agreed to bring Linn and. Amweg 
face to face in the presence 
of Mr. Haesltine and myself.

I understood that when 
young Mr. Ilaseltine first saw the chorus 
sinver te deniedever having said anything 
coneeruing his sister. It was evident there 
Wis a Contradiction somewhere, and I sug- 
vested a meeting, or at least some vlan for 
the production of@the letters and photo- 
vraphs. Last evening after 6 o'clock I had 
been engaved with Col. Paramore looking for 
some pupers in railroad matters and Was pre- 
puting to leave the office, when I saw voung 
Mr. Paramore, young Mr. Haseltine and two 
other voung men engaged in conversation in 
Mr. Paramore’- office. I did not pay any 
particular attention, and the next moment I 
heard distinctly the sound of a fist- 
blew, The sliding doors were 
purtiy closed, but I saw and heard enouch to 
couvince we that a fuss was going on, and in 
the interest of peace and good order I step- 
ped forward.

ventieman Who had been told by the chorus 
-inver some of these things touching the al- 
leved flirtation, agreed with me that it was 
best uot to allow any more fighting. and 
we sueceeded in «quieting the young 
men down. Then it was arranged 
that the evidence in the shape of photo- 
vraphs and letters should be produced and 
the chorus singer gave the address of his 
boarding house, 2650 Olive street, Where the 
photovraphs could be found. An order Was 
-iven for them and they were brought down.

From Minnesota comes the report. that 
corn prospects were never better, and that 
the crop of oats and bariey would be fine. 
Careful estimates of wheat yield in every 
county in the State show a total of 40,856,685 
bushele, with average yield of a fraction less 
than 14 bushelstothe acre. Thix is an ex- 
cess of 1,484,900 bushels over last year. The 
wheat will grade No.1. But in the Nemaha 
Vulley, Neb., where crops have never been 
known to fail before, not halfacrop of any- 
thing will be raised.

BANKERS’ CONVENTION. 


It Assembles To-Day at Niagara Falls— 
Mr. Buckner’s Communication. 
NIAGARA FALLS, August 10.—The Conven- 
tion of the American Bankers Association 
met at Prospect Park Pavillion. The attend- 
ance is good and in the absence of Presi- 
dent <A. Mitchell of Milwaukee = and 
the illness of Vice-president J. D. Vermilye, 
of New York, Hon. Ek. G. Spaulding, VPresi- 
dent of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bauk, 
of Buffalo, was chosen temporary chairman. 
The executive council is not ready 
toreport and asked time. Treasurer Geo. 
T. Baker reported the finances of the asso- 
ciation in good condition. Papers were read 
by Henry Martin, of Buffalo, and 
ex-Gov. kh. EF. Fenton, of Jamestown. 
To aninvitation to attend the convention 
Hon. A. HU. Buckner, M. C., of Missouri, re- 
plied: -I can seareely hope to have the pleas- 
ure of meeting with vour Association and of 
participating in the discussion of the iinport- 
ant subjects that will employ its attentioh, 
aithough I feel no little interestin them. In 
your programme of subjects, bank taxation 
will doubtless be given prominence. lrimar- 
ily this taxation bears upon banks and bank- 
ers, but ultimately upon production. I[t is 
true that, until within the last few years, the 
General Governinent has not been in a con- 
dition to remit the taxes imposed on banks 
and banking capital, but now this can no 
longer be affirmed. The Treasury does not 
need the few millions produced by these 
taxes, and they should be removed, as I 
doubt not they will op) The rapid payment 
of the public debt and the near approaci of 
the period when the charters of the national 
banks will expire must cive the question of 
‘the future currency of the country’ promi- 
nence in your discussions. Of the five and 
six per cent bonds due this year, about $575,- 
(00,000 have been extended at three and onc- 
half per cent, and the balance will prooabty be 
paid by the Ist of January next froin incoming 
surplusrevenue. Then,of the four and one- 
half per cent bonds there are about 200,000,000 
and $740,.000,000 of the four per cents. The 
total annual interest on these bonds amounts 
to 361,015,000, Of the *textended” three and 
anda balf per cent bonds probabiy #lio,- 
000,000 or $200,000,000 have become the basis 
of bank note circulation. More than 4100,- 
100,000 of the prineipal of the public debt 
bas been paid during the fiscal year, and, as- 
suming this as a fair averave and remember- 
ing that all these three anda balf per cent- 
are redeemable at the pleasure of the Gov- 
ernment, these bonds will be all taken up 
within the next six years. Now the questioa 
arises: Will these national banks ask fora 
renewal of their charters and base their ctr- 
culation upon four and four anda half per 
eent bonds for which they must pay from 
eichteen to twenty per cent premium? It 
hardly seems probable. In that case the 
present volume of Government circulation 
must become contracted. The manifest 
crumbling of the foundation of the national 
banking svstem is something that must be 
provided against. Shall we return to the old 
state bank svstem’ Shall we surrend-1 to 
the States the power to defeat one of the great 
objects of the Constitution, in giving the (ren- 
eral Government the exclusive right to coin 
monev and revulate the value thereof? Is it 
expedient to establish one monster rezulaton 
of the currency, With a capital of two or three 
millions of dollars, with branthes in every 
principal mart of trade, aud with power to 
issue its promises, without interest, in ex- 
change for the promises of the people, with 
interest’ Nothinginthe future seems more 
certain than that our choice musi be re- 
stricted to another experiment With the 
State bank system, to a national bank, 
organized on a stock principle, or to the 
issue and contro! by the General Government 
of all the paper circulation. [fo insure per- 
manent stability in all kinds of business, we 
must have a restricted credit ciremlation, 
with free and unrestricted metallic coinage, 
each under the -direct control of n tional

Why Ex-Officer Wolf Was Supposed to 
Be in Some Way Implicated.

To-day the body of Wm, E. Louderman, 
better known about town as ‘‘Billy’’ Louder- 
man, lies wrapped in a sheet at the Morgue, 
awaiting the result of investigation into the 
story of his death to be made by the Coroner. 
At 11:15 o’clock last night, under the glare of 
the electric light of the Laclede Hotel, he 
was murdered, and his assassin escaped, 
though hundreds of persons hurried 
along Sixth and Chestnut streets, the locale 
of the deed, while many others sat 
around their place of business and lounging 
and loafing through the hours of a warm 
August night. The story of the dark deed 
was known but to four men,one of whom was 
the victim, and whowill nevertel] it. The 
following is a connected account of the many 
disconnected stories told by persons who 
were inthe immediate vicinity at the time: 
Shortly after 11 o’clock four men were walk- 
ing north onthe westside of Sixth street 
between Market and Chestnut streets. When 
they reached the corner of the latter thor- 
oughfare they were disputing, but about 
whatis not known. Three of the men were 
in their shirt sleeves, carrying their coats on 
their arms. The fourth wore his coat. This 


was Billy Louderman, whose dead body was

and his two friends saw the prostrate man, 
and, turning west, started up Chestnut stro eg, 
Two of them reached the alley between ‘sixth 
and Seventh, and cut through this for Market 
street. The third, who was l(entified by 
Thomas Tuffy as the man who 
fired the fatal shot, continued west on Seventh 
street. In the space of 2, few seconds hun- 
dreds of pedestrians swarmed about the 
dying man, who was ¢arried to the Laclede 
drug-store, where many of his old friends 
recognized his face. The police were on the 
scene in a few minutes, and began the search 
forthe murder. They soon returned, how- 
ever, having lost all traces a block away from 
the murdercr. In afew minutes Louderman 
died without telling who his companions were, 
and the police begana searchin the dark. 
Officer McNamee sta.ted westto follow the 
man who it was supposed fired the shot, but 
near the corner of Seventh met ex-Police Of- 
ficer Charles Wolf, who saidto McNamee, 
“That way,’ pointing south om Seventh street. 
John Anelli, the Italian,who keeps the saloon 
at Seventh and Chestnut streets, says he had 
seen a man running west towards Eighth 
street. This direction was foilowed, but all 
traces wee ugain lost. A few 
minutes later some persons ap- 
proached the officers,andaftera brief con- 
suitation Officer Henley arrested Wolf and 
took him to the Four Courts, as it is sup- 
posed he knew more about the dead young 
manthan he was willingtotell. This was 
the state of the case last night, when Acting 
Chief Huebler was notified, and the work of 
bunting upthe murderer was begun. 

After working onthe case until late this 
morning, the police recognized that they had 
a crime of more than ordinary character and 
intricacy on their hands. The arrest of 
Charles Wolf, an ex-policeman, which fol- 
lowed promptly upon the tragedy, owing to 
his failure to explain his movements satisfac- 
torily, seemed to be a step in the right direc- 
tion. The first assertions of the ex-police- 
man were contradicted, and the 
more he was talked with, the 
more confirmed became the quickly formed 
theory that he was not telling all he knew 
which might have a bearing on the tragedy. 

WHO WOLF IS. 


common Louderman. 

the son of a wealthy 

merchant who. will be 

remembered by the older citizens. The 
younger Wolf was also engaged in busigess at 
one time, but the family had become reduced 
in circumstances. When Louis Dorsheimer 
was a member of the olice board 
he espoused the cause of Charley Wolf, 
and got him appointed on the police 
force. The new officer was assigned to sani- 
tary workin the Central District, and at dif- 
ferent times performed various clerical 
duties. He was an easy-going, good-natured 
and sometimes reckless fellow, of good 
figure and presence, but showed 
that he felt rather above a pa- 
trolman’s position. After serving some 
time heresigned fromthe force about the 
time the term of his friend Dorsheimer ex- 
ired. Subsequently, finding nothing better 

e obtaimed rea pointment ut was assigned 
to patrolling. This was distasteful, and after 
a few weeks Wolf gota furlough ofa fort- 
night. A little later he applied for another 
leave, and when it was refusea he resigned. 
Since then he has had a 
connection with tae Pullman Car Company 
and more recently was seeking service under 
the Humane Society. 

WHAT WOLF SAYS, 

The prisoner was acquainted with Louder- 
man,and this morning he so far amended his 
Statements of last evening asto say that he 
was in Louderman’s company last 
evening from about 8 o’clock till just 
before the shooting. He, however, denied 
that they had any one with them otherwise 
than as they might be thrown into company 
at the different places visited. They had been 
in several saloons and resorts below Market 
street, Wolf said to-day, and had walked up 
Sixth street to Market. This was just before 
the shooting. They were alone at that time 
and separated, Louderman continuing north- 


- ward on Sixth and Wolf going east on Mar- 


ket. The latter had gone but a short distance 
when he heard the shot, and ran around to 
Sixth and Chestnut, where he found Louder- 
man dying. This is Wolf’s statement as 
given to-day. Headded that Louderman was 
not joined by anybody after leaving him, 
so far as he saw, and also said that 
there had been no trouble during the evening. 
WHY WOLF WAS ARRESTED. 

The ex-policeman was arrested because 
when thefoflicers who ran to the spot began to 
make inquires they thought there was incon- 
sistency between Wolf’s statement and the 
assertions of the other witnesses. To illus- 
trate: two officers who were on Pine pear 
Sixth, and who ran to Sixth and Chestnut 
instantly, say they found Wolf already there, 
and cannot understand how he could have 
covered the distance so quickly from his al- 
leged position at the time ofthe shooting. 
Another witness who followed the 
fleeing trio says he came  upo 
aman like Wolf onthe north side of Chest- 
nut, about midway between Sixth and Sev- 
enth, who pointed out the direction the fugi- 
tives had- taken. When the police began to 
question Wolf closely be became dignifiec

wo other men to them unknown at their 
hon about 11 o’clock last evening. Louder~- 
man, they said, had exhibited a goldewatch 
while there, had called for wine and had de- 
parted afterafew minutes, talk. This was 
probably less than a half hour before the 
shooting. With these circumstances in mind 
the police felt that Wolf was at least a very 
important witness in the case, and that he 
was too reticent for entire inno- 
cence. He gradually became freer 
in his talk, and finally gave a detailed account 
of the place, at which he and Louderman 
had passed the evening, but he still persisted 
positively in his declaration that he parted 


with Louderman at Sixth and Market, and | 


that the young man was then alone. 

As the collection of circumstantial evidence 
has proceeded to-day, the implication 
of Wolf in the’ tragedy has not 
developed. Although the corner of Sixth 
and Chestnut is well lighted and there were 
eye-witnesses to the shooting, yet §the de- 
scription given of the three men will not 
justify the conclusion that Wolf was one of 
them. The best idea the police can get 
leads to the impression that the three men 
were roughs. Thére is a decided difference of 
opinion at headquarters as toW olf’s connection 
with the shooting, and many believe that his 
story of having left Louderman alone at 
Sixth and Market will turn out to be true.

The room furnishes many evi- 
dences that its occupant was eccentric. 

When the question of how long ex-Police 
Officer Wolf had been with Louderman was 
raised the police began to make inquiries and 
found that Wolf was on Eighth 
and Pine streets when he met 
Louderman first. They went to Sixtn 
and Washington avenue, and down Sixth to 
the new Theatre Comique, where the old 
Canterbury was located. Loder- 
man left. here before the erform- 
ance closed and went up Sixth street 
to Madame Saville’s house, near the corner of 
Elm. From the statements af the girls the 

lice suppose that Wolf did not go in, as 
here were only three other men with 
Louderman. At Sixth and Market Wolf 
left him and savs that there was no one with 
the deceased. The police take no stock in 
Wolt’s statement concerning the murder. He 
is still held at the Four Courts to await de- 
velopments.

THE PRETTYMAN MURDER.

Investigation by the Coroner This 
Morning.

Evidence of Mrs. Prettyman and Her 
Daughter Sallie. 


_-—- 


The inquest on the body of Nathan P. 
Prettyman was begun by Coroner Frank 
this morning. Charles W. Curry, the young 
man who is held responsible for the death, 
pending the investigation to decide this ques- 
tion, was taken to the Morgue in charge of 
Officer James Ryan with the other witnesses. 
When the procession of jurors, witnesses and 
the prisoner reached the exhibition room a 


' gad scene followed. The widow and her 


daughters crowded about the body, 
which was visible through the _ glass 
cover of the ice box, and cried bitterly. Mrs. 
Prettyman wrung her hands and sobbed piti- 
fully asshe looked at her husband’s face. 
After the jurors were sworn an attempt was 
made to swear the witnesses over the body, 
but the wife and daughters continued to sob 
and cry so that they could not be induced for 
some minutes to raise their hands to take the 


oath. Curry was perfectly cool and looked 
at the body without anv noticeable agitation. 
When asked if he desired to be sworn over 
the body he said hedid not intend to 
make any statement concerning the 
matter under investigation. The 
witnesses and jurors then returned to the 
Coroner’s office, and the inquest was, begun. 
The first witness called was 
MRS. PRETTYMAN, 
As soon as she took the chair, her manner 
completely changed and her testimony was 
given in a determined bitter manner, speak- 
ing of the ‘‘murder,” of “tone of Curry’s feet 
keeping busy stamping,” and of Curry accom- 
plishing his design in attacking her husband. 
She first gave a running account of the alter- 
cation, after which amore concise statement 
of facts was given. ‘*On Monday evening,” 
said the “‘witness, Curryand my daughter 
Sarah were talking to one another in 
the hall in front of the  hat-rack 
I called to her to come away, but she would 
not listentome. This excitedjme, for I did 
not think it proper for her to speak to a man 
under the influence of liquor. After she had 
refused to obey melasked her father, the 
deceased, to go and cull her away. She de- 
clined to obey her father and they both went 
out the door. I saw deceased follow them. 
A few minutes later while I was waiting on 
the table my little seven-year-oid daughter 
came running in and said, ‘Oh. ma, come 
quick, please, Mr. Curry is killing pa” Iran 
out with my baby in my arms andI saw 
Curry stamping on my husband. One 
foot was very bus stamping on 
him. Mr. Bayless had Mr. Curry around 
the waist and was tryingto rescue my hus- 
band, as Mr. Curry was a stronger man than 
he was. I took my husband in and put bim to 
bed. Ithen gotsome whisky an ave m 
husbandasup. He became unconscious an 
died at 2:15 yesterday morning. The pris- 
oner and my husband were out fishing yes- 
terday. He returned more sober than usual 
in the eveving. The prisoner was under the 
influence of liquor. y husband gave me 
Curry’s pistol, which he had, and I put it in 
my pocket, but, as it annoyed me, I took it 
out and put it into the side- 
board drawer. After Mr. Curry struck 
and stamped on my husband 
I had him arrested, but he was released and 
came back tothe house and gota drink of 
water. He came into the dining-room, where 
I was, and said; ‘—- —— you, if I didn’t kill 
him to-night I’ll kill him to-morrow morn- 
ing. I’lltake a revolver and he’ll take an- 
other, andif he doesn’t kill me or I kill him 
Vil ar him on the rock-pile and make him 
work if you can’t, —— —— you.’ This was 
Said near the bed ofthe dying man. Curry 
then went out, muttering something, and re- 
turned and used the same language. I asked 
him where my daughter Sallie was? He 
said he knew, using an oath, and that he 
wouldn’t tell me where she was, 
When the deceased went with Curry and Sal- 
lie I did not see him have a revolver. Yester- 
day morning I looked for the revolver, but 
it was notthere. I do not peheve my hus- 
band saw me when I put the revolver away. 
Now, if you want to ask me any more ques- 
tions 1 am ready.”” When the testimony was 
read over she said, ‘*That is correct”? to each 
portion,and at the conclusion said “That’s all 
right.” 
SALLIE PRETTYMAN 

Was next called. She is 
about 16, neatly dressed ‘ 
quick, spirited manner. said: 
“I got permission to go out to my aunt’s. AS 
I was going out of the hall my father sent for 
me. I was afraid to go back. Iwas not in 
conversation with Mr. Curry at all. When 
my father came out the first thing he did was 
to level a pistol at Mr. Curry. Mr. Curry 
knocked him down,and after the trouble was 
over I went out to my aunt’s and did not 
know my father was dead until next morning. 
The pisto] was Mr. Curry’s. I saw my father 
give it to my mother.” 

Mrs. Prettyman, who remained in the

THE WAR OF THE SHOWMEN, 


Fences and Dead Walls in Extraordi- 
nary Demand by Rival Companies. 


Tbe tian who holds undisputed title to a 
board fence or a dead wal! in St. Louis has a 
bonanza to work for the three weeks com- 
ing. That is, providing he is willing to let 
the artist of the paste-tub spread himself all 
over such fence or wall. The rival shows of 
Forepaugh and Barnum will be here next 
month on dates so close together that a war 
of advance agents has already been precipi- 
tated and is going on with a degree of bitter- 
ness not often seen. Forepaugh is due first, 
but when his corps of decorators arrived a full 
month ahead of the show, what was their dis- 
gust at finding Barnum’s insidious represent- 


atives had slipped in full six weeks before 
time and had actually leased every foot of 
space controlled by Cottrill for a period cov- 
ering all the time until the show arrives. 
Since Richmond retired from the 
tield Cottrill has enjoyed the 
distinction of being the leading bill-poster 
in St. Louis; indeed, to hear him talk a show 
agent would be led tothink that what bill- 
boards Cottrill didn’t own were mythical. 

Well, the Forepaugh men were not long in 
Jearning the situation and their minds were 
filled with bitterness. It looked as though 
St. Louisans were to be deprived of the gra- 
tification of looking upon the gorgeous print- 
ing, Which had been brought along to givea 
foretaste of the tented wonders. In their 
extremity the Forepaugh men appealed to 
the folks at the Times Printing House to he!p 
them out, and held up the prospect of a big 
printing contract if the coveted space could 
be secured for the display of the posters. Mr. 
Bisse}l’s young men went to work with a wi'l. 
They entered into negotiations with lI erris, 
who has quite a collection of boards and waiis 
only inferiorin square feet to Cottrill,and were 
on the point of effectingJa lease, when su¢- 
cenly Tom Allen’s son, whoruns the Glode- 
Democrat Printing House, discevered the 
move of the Times men, and, swooping in, 
bought Ferris out clean, paying some $4,000 
or $5,000 for the collection of boards and 
walls. Thatis howit happens so much ad- 
vertising space all over the city is labeled us 
follows: “This bili-board is the property of 
the Globe-Democrat Printing Company.” 
Urged on by the Forepaugh men, Manager 
Ware, of the Times house, bas kept his buy- 
gies going, and wherever a fence or wall 
owner atall susceptible to slick talk, a bunch 
of passes or a few greenbacks has been 
found there the Forepaugh posters are to be 
seen. Justnow the market in fences and 
walls is at fever heat. The Forepaucgh men 
have got their blood up. They are 
going to Dill St. Louis as a 
city was never billed before, thev say and 
then let Barnum make the most of his Cottrill 
Jease. Meantime young Mr. Allen of the 
Globe-Democrat house looks upon his recent 
acquisition of biil-boards as something bet- 
ter than improved machinery and is waiting 
to see how much the showman will think 
that amount of space is worth in the way of 
business before the war is over. 


THE OKLAHOMA BARRIER. 


How the Shooting of Garfield Inter- 
fered With Milton Turner’s Plans. 

‘*‘What is the status of your plans for 
colonizing negroes on the Oklahoma lands??? 
J. Milton Turner was asked this morning. 

The colonizer shook his head rather regret- 
fully as he said: 

“In statu quo. Thereis no likelihood of 
doing anything till fail. If you recollect, I 
told the PoOsT-DISPATCH just before the 
Fourth of July that I was then niaking ar- 
rangements to go to Washington and that the 
prospects were very encouraging. It was so. 
Then came the shooting of Mr. Garfield, to 
whom we were looking for countenance of 
our plans, and we were obliged to stop short. 
The question of the occupancy of the lands by 
negroes had, after a good deal of corre- 
spondence, resolved itself into detinite shape. 
All that was needed to be done was fthe 
issue of an executive order from 
the President, and the Territory would 
be open to settlement by negroes. We 
were fully expecting this action from Mr. 
Garfield when he was stricken down. In- 
deed, we had an assurance which satisfied 
us that this would be done,and I hoped to be 
able to declare all obstacles to our coloniza- 
tion plan removed when I got back from 
Washington,” 

The position which Mr. Turner had taken 
regarding those lands of Oklahoma,and which, 
he believed, was about to be recognized by 
the Administration, was very briefly tuis: 
These lands were ceded back bythe Indians 
shortly after the warte the Government on 
the understanding that freedmen were to be 
colonized on them. Mr. Turner holds that 
they are made by the terms ofthe transfer 
from the Indian tribes to the Government 
the heritage of the negroes and that justice 
requires that the right of the negroesto ac- 
quire homesteads onthe lands should now 
be recognized. All that 1s wanting to bring 
this about is the executive order spoken of.
